4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
Examiner's Amendment puts in the necessary features to overcome the Rich reference, 
as well as the other prior art found, by specifying that the authenticating is performed by 
a security service in the distributed computing environment based on user input at the 
Web client, followed by returning the credential from the security service, and that the 
Web page display and user management of the cell are performed at the Web browser 
at the Web client. Note that the present invention has an effective filing dating back to 
7/8/97. The prior art has distributed computing systems, as well as web management 
systems, but the features in the independent claims (1 amended - method, 7 amended 
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-apparatus, 13 amended - computer readable medium) which manage the distributed 
computing environment cell from the Web browser at the Web client via the web pages 
displayed at the Web client from which the authenticated user manages the distributed 
computing environment cell, the authenticating being performed by a security service in 
the distributed computing environment based on user input at the Web client followed 
by returning a credential from the security service, combined, are not set forth in the 
prior art of record.
